Their Forms ^nd Regulations were alip Mafonic— 
Members were honorary or ordinary^ and admitted be- 

w n two jjftnjtri, who vouched for Lie characters and 
principles of the candidates. The fign and word were 
adopted. Funds were produced by admiflkm fees, loans, 
and voluntary contributions of the u Arf/ltcfaii." Taxes 
ili'v of one ptnnj per month were levied on the indivi- 
duals of the aflbciation, and were generally tranfroitted 
through regular gradations to the High Superiors. Many 

h-mijes, ho'vever, took place on this fubjcdt, and latterlj 
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threepence per month was levied. Theft- funds were 
not even entrufted to the Provincial Committees J but 
a member of the Executive attended to cany away the 
monies as form as they were received. — It is true, indeed, 
that the Executive accounted to the Provincial Committee 
once every three months. 

A Chairman, or Mafter, prefided over the Lodges, whofe 
duty it was to preferve order and aired debates; he had 
the power of fining refractory members to the amount of 
five fhillings, and even of expelling the member if hi conti- 
nued to be contumacious ; as a lib to erafe Mich members 
as did not attend their duty alter they had been ferved 
With a regular notice. Officers were appointed, and the 
fecretarfes always belonged to a higher degree. The con- 
catenation of the degrees perfectly coincides With Weii- 
haupt's plan, as the following fcale of correfpondencc (of 
National, Provincial, County, and Baronial Committees, 
emanating from the Individual Societies) will demonft.atc. 
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When an Individual Society amounted to thirty.f« 
membfcrs, it was equally divided by lot. The firft Ll 
teen dratrn by the fecretary were confuted as the fenior 
'ocretyj the remaining eighteen formed the junior fbjlt 
and rece.ved its number from the Baronial Cummin « 
through the medium of the fenior fplit. 
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The Baronial Committer was compofed cf the fecrc- 
terips, trcafurers, and a dele-ate from each individual fo- 
ciety under their direction. The County and Provincial 
Committees were to be compofcd of the fecretaries, trea- 
forers and a delegate from the Committees immediately 
under ihem.-f/W. U. //.) w;is fubdivrIded int ° 

its four Provinces, and its thirty-two Counties; butasfocn 
as two County Committees were formed, the Provincial 
Committ- se of that province was to be chofen. When two 
Provincial Commutes had been elcaed, the National was 
formed of %e memb era from each Provincial Committee. 

No perfoo whatever could mention the names of com- 
mittei -men : they were n * even known to thofe who had 
elected them in the cafe of the National or Executive 
Committee, the fecretaries of the Provincial that examined 
the ballot only informing the perfons who b I the n jo- 
ritv of votes without p >rting to th- IK' Thus 
was the lock tv entirely governed by nnknoivn Superiors. 

When any questions were propofed in an inferior fo- 
ciety, and this fodety wifited to tranfmit them toother 
focictu- (either to get information on the fubje£f, or for 
any other rc-afon) it was to fend them to the committee 
undet whole immediate direaion it might be. 

Strange members were admitted to the meetings (or, as 
they termed it, " to the honours of tb* fitting " ) on pro- 
ducing their credentials; but the f. Cretans made no re- 
turns in their prefence. 

A tcft was taken by every candidate previous to his 
admiffion, in a f.paiatc room, in prefence of his two fpon- 
fors and of a member delegated by the Mailer for that 
purpofc. The tcft was declared to be « a facial and fa- 
crtd compel," and was in the words following: « I, A.B. 
u do voluntarily declare, that I will perfevcre in endea- 

" vouring 
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* vouring to (am a brotherhood of affeflion arhong 
" Irifhmen of rw . religions p rfuafion, and that I will 
" alfo perfevcre in my ti.de ivours to t.b " i an equal, full,

Dublin, Bcifolt, and Nc-.vrr, were now bi-comc the 
head-quarters of the hew confpiracy. The latter town 
even enjoyed the cxclufivc privilege of printing the con- 
ftitutions of the aifociation, till by a decree of the 7th De- 
cember 1796 it was refoived, that they fhould be printed 
in three different parts of the Kingdom for convenience "j 
fake. A delegate was alfo deputed from thence into the 
county of Cavan and the province of Lcinfter, where he 
founded a number of focieties. The whole county of 
Antrim was foon in a ferment; its inhabitants were dif- 
fenters, whofe religious tenets bordered on democracy. — 
The new-fangled Rights of Man began to be the favourite 
theme of all the difcontentcd in Europe ; Paine's Works 
were profufely diftributed among the li ifli ; publications 
of all forts and fizes were circulated, holding out " Igns- 
" ranee as the demon of dtfootd — Union, as power, wif- 
" dom, and the road to liberty," and teaching the riling 
brethrrhced " that a more unjuft enftitution could not 
" be devifed, than that which condemned the natives of a

It may not be im- 
proper here to remark the care with which thefe higher 
confpirators fought to prell-rvc their authority in their own 
hands, even in cafe of a revt lution ; for when there was a 
fjueftion afterward of forming a national afenddy^ it was

Here we fee the amazing progrefs made and the great 
power acquired fince the 9th of Noveml r, 1791. Everv 
thing now took a ferirtis and military turn. The new- 
elected officers were in/lrufted to fludy tatties and acquire 
every fpecies of military information with refpeel to road-, 
magazines, mills &c Plans were devifcd for thefupporte.

Dunn and Patrick Carty were arrcflcd in the Phcenix- 
pa'k. Carty had, together with his father (a Cuelfca 
peniiouer) been a conitant labourer on Lord Carhampton's 
demef„c, and had .i houfe rent-free. The day after the 
arreft Lord Carhampton vifited Dunn in priibn, in the 
hope that he would difcovcr what was become of the 
three other aliafiins, but he received no fatisfactory anfwer. 
On his Lordihip cxprcfling his furprize that the prilbner 
fliouk he capable of Cj atrocious a deed, the afiaflln anfwer- 
ed, that " he thought it was a good a£l ; that he had no 
f* perfonal ciflike to his Lordihip, and would never execute 
" is atettti but with his .party ; that he bad never lufiercd 
.5 " any 
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" any injury from him ; but that he was fworn to execute 
" it, and if he were out of that (the priionj he would 
" execute it if he coold." As to the murdering the poor 
innocent poftUJion, " it was to do thj thing C mpletely." 
After this are we to be furprized at the horrid murders 
that have taken place. Lord Carhampton, fome time after 
the arreft of the fon, had an interview with Carry, the 
father, and told him " that if his foil would give exami- 
" 1 lions he was inclined role: him do foj and in that 
" call- lie tiu.ui.ht his life might be laved; and he defired 
" the father \ ..ihl tell ■ E a 1;,." « The father faid,h-„- 
" was apprchenfive, that if his fon gave examinations, he 
" would ht murdtnd." 1 have dwelt on this example, as 
it w;:s th. fubj .c of a trial, in which the Attorney-Ge- 
neral ptofecuted for die crown, and four counfcl attended 
on the part of the prifoner, Mr. Cm n n, Mr. M'Nally, 
Mr. Greene, and Mr. Lmmett, who had himfelf been a 
member of the Executive Directory from January till the 
beginning of May, Such able count J and i'o public a 
trial will ever llamp this as an authentic document. — (Ste 
Retort of the Trials of Carty ami Dunn, pnb!ijk<d by 
Rid^fjjay.)

In March, the 
brotherhood of the province of Leinflvr fufiained a con- 
ftderable fb ek, h • the arreft of fome of its leading mem- 
bers ; but on the 25th of the fame month it appears, that 
«* the Provincial Committee of Leinfter had perfe&ly re- 
" covered from the fljocki they (the delegates of Leinfter) 
<c were only four days from the time they were taken before 
** they had the whole province in a complete Ante of orga- 
" nizatbn ; the Go nment had alio t;;ken three of the 
" Executive, but (here were three appointed in their place 
tc the very evening after they were taken." Mow truly docs 
this demeuiftrate Weilhaupt's aflcrtion, that 1 -hen he once 
has properly organized his bands, he will bid defiance to all 
his opponents. 

Another principle of that prototype of rebellion had, 
unfortunately, b»en too well undcrftocd by the founders 
of the Irifh brotherhood, and that was to make them- 
felvcs matters of the education of youth. Mai |cl I- 
mafters (as I have been credibly informed) have fhown 
themfclvcs extremely aelive in the whole courfe of this 
unfortunate affair. The very firft man who was tried 
and executed in Ireland, for fwcaring-in the deluded trifh 
*o he **** *<> the French, was a fchool-mafter called Lau- 
rence O'Connor. — The fallowing are extracts from his

The camp once carried, and Dublin fallen into the 
hands of the conl'pirators, we may judge of the life they 
meant to rrnke of their victory, by the following paffages 
of s pr< elamatinn found in the pftJTeffion of Mr. Henry 
Sheares, and in the hind-writing of John Sheares, the 
member of the Executive:

May my countrymen 
profit of this awful example in Ireland, and guard againft

Whi :N wc turn cur eyes toward Great Britain, affo-* 
ciations of a fimilar tendency appear; under a great di- 
verfity of names indeed, but all actuated by a fimilar 
fpirit. Their firft objeit was, to captivate the minds of 
the people by means of " lectures delivered on political 
" fubjects, calculated by their very extravagance to catch- 
" the attention of the tulicnce; and in the courfe of 
" them every topic was employed that could inflame their 
" minds, alienate them from the laws and conllitution rf 
" their country, ar.d habituate them to princ'plos of fe- 
" dition and rebellion. The moft violent publications

" fongs; feditious toaftf, and a ftudied fe!cc;ion of the

' Revolution, have b- ;n applied to the fame purpofc, of

2-iJ Other 
focietk- 3 fuch Ml thofe of Sheffield, Manchdte:, &c palled 
fimilar vote?, for his having demonftrated the rights of 
man in a manner «/• and convincing. In May, 1702, 
this fociety refolved, that a commur.ic :tbn fhould be 
opened with the Jacobin Club of Paris; and an addrefs 
to that cliih «M trairimitted, figned by the c irman. An 
addrefs was alio voted to the National Convention m the 
gth of November, 171,?., & confcqucnce of the attack of 
the io-i: of Afcgttft on the French Monarch, il>lh:.; th« 
Convention " fervants of the fovereign people, and be- 
" ntfatlovs of mankind. The benefits (they fay) will in

Another aflociation, calling kSMf t:i«. London Cor- 
responding Society, was inftkutcd in January, 1792. 
It immediately formed a clofe connexion with the Society 
for Coi.flitutional Information; oji the 12th October, 
1792, it framed an addrefs to the French Convention ; the 
deputies whu prefented it, " after pointing out their wifhes 
u jo effect in this country a revolution fimilar to that 
" made in France, confider the example of Fiance as 
M having made rev:l:itisns eafy ; adding, that it would not 
« be extraordinary, if in a fhort fpace of time the French 
« liquid fend addreffes of congratulation to a National Con- 

" ventiott 
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n vtMtion of England ; and the prefident in his. drawer fay?, 
" the moment, without doubt, approaches when the French 
*' will bring congratulations to the National Convention 
« sf Great Britain." — (Ibid. 25.; The fraternal em- 
brace and the honours of the fitting were the natural 
recompenfe of fuch patriotic declamation. The fanguinary 
Barrere, St. Andre, and the infolent Roland, were de- 
clared honorary memht . , . ihc fpeeches of the two 
former on the trh'l of Louis XVI. were entered on the 
books of the fi.cit.ty. 

Various focietits were now formed in different parts of 
England, all correfp.-.nding with thofe in London, as their 
centre. Reform in parliament, imivcrfal fultragc, and annual 
eleftions, were the objects held out to the over-credulous. 
Soon we find the London Society far constitution al 
Information and the London Corresponding So- 
ciety m cktfi connection with, and actually dirciling, 
J-miur focieties at Hertford; at Cambridge; in 
Norfolk, at N»neiA% at Leicester; in War- 
wickshire, at Coventry and Birmingham; at Not- 
tingham; in Derbyshire at Derby and Belper ; in 
Cheshire, at Stockport; in Lanlashire, at Liverpool 
and Mar.chefter; in Yorkshire, in the Weft-Riding, 
at Sheffield, Leeds, Bradford, Hallifax, Huddersfield, and 
Wakefield; ill T- Et THUMBERL and, at Nev,c.iflle upon 
lynt, &c. Afioelations v.c:e alio formed at Bristol. 
VV itii refped to Scotland, Edinburgh appears to have 
been the central point fbf that country, correfponding 
with London. In the interior of Scotland, and under its 
direction, we find many towns, fuch as Leith, Dundu, 
Perth, Stirling, Kilfyth, Kerkintultoch, Glafgow (which 
alio rorrefponded with London) Paijley, Strathaven, Dal- 
keith, he. The fame rules of proceeding, and for fub- 

dividing 
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dividing the focieties, arc to traced again. But nothing 
can better illuftratc the nature of thefe affectations than 
that of Sheffield. 

This aflbciation, they tell us (Appendix D.) themfelves, 
" originated in an aftcmbly df jfrl* or fix mechanics, who 
" by their meeting :\i f.>me MM of their houfes, and con- 
« verfing about the enormous Hgb price of proviftons ; the 
" grots abufes this nation labour'; under from the uri- 
" bounded authority of the Monopolifers of all ranks,/r<wt 
u the KING to the peasant ; the wafte and lavifh of the 
" public property by placemen, peiifioncrs, luxury, and 
" debaucherv, fources of the grcivous burthens under 
* which the nation groans; together with the mock re- 
" premutation of ihc pmple | — thafe being the fubjects 
M of their convcrfation, they concluded, that nothing but 
" darkness and iiiNOR ance 7/1 the people could fufter 
" the rights of every freeman to be THUS violated." 
They then invited their neighbours to deliberate cn this 
patriotic difcovery ; they reprinted an edition of i6co 
copies of Paine ' s Rights of Man, and fold it at fixpence, 
to enlighten their fei low-countrymen. They ftylc them- 
felves the Society for Constitutional Information, write 
up to London, on the 15th of Jai u^rv, 179-2) to requeft 
the favour " of forming a connc&ion with all the like 
" focieties in England, and cfpccully with thofe or feme 
" of them in London, the Thatchcd-hcufe, the London- 
" tavern, or others, and humbly (Illicit their advice and 
" afliflance in the accomplifhing thereof, in ci der to form 
" our rcfolves f.milar to theirs \ becaufe, as we arc actua- 
" ted by the same caufe and principle, and all our in- 
" tcrefts being one, oar fentiments ought and mujl be the 
" farnr." In ;ib)ut four months after, they inform the 
London Society, that " not only their large and populous 

" town. 
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• town, but the whole neighbourhood far many m'hs roond 
" about, have an attentive eye upon them ; and that moft 
" of the towns and villages were forming themfelves into 

* fimilar affociations, ftrinly copying after us." They 
alfo declare their object to be, " a radical rt eform of 
u the Country as foon as prudence and difcretisn would 
" permit, and cfhhlifheJ on that fyftem which is confif- 
" tent with the rights of man." They requeft that cer- 
tain numbers of their affi ciation may be admitted to the 
London meeting, which now becomes th: regtdatrhg com- 
mittee, that " a more clofe connexion might be formed" 
" and communication be maintained,'' for the extenfion of 
■ ufeful knowledge ham town to village, and from village 
" to town, until the whole nation be fufEciemly enligb- 
" tened and united in the fame caufe, which cannot f.'.il 0/ 
" being the cafe wherever the moft excellent works of 
" Thomas Paine find reception." Should any perfon 
with to be convinced, that all thefc, as well as the Irifh 
focieties, were formed on Wcifhaupt's correfponding fcale, 
let him attend to the improvement which the Sheffield 
people were about to adopt at the end of the 4th month, 
arid after this offspring of the difcontentcd mechanics had 
correfponded with London: " It is certainly (they fay) 
" the belt way of managing large bodies, as in great and 
" populous towns; viz. d'v ding them into fmiN bodies 
" or meetings of ten pcrfons each, and thole ten to ao- 
* point a delegate. Ten of thefe delegates form another 
u meeting, an J fo on, delegating from one to another, 
" till at lnft they are reduced to a proper number for ron- 
u ftituting the Committee or Grand Council." Aftir 
this, it is really ufelefs to trouble my reader with anv 
thing more on the nature or principles of the f -c eiies uf 
Great Britain. We find fjbfcriptioni carriei in for the 
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defence of the profcculion commenced aga'mft Thomas 
Paine. The Scotch Societies agree with thofe of Eng- 
land to hold a Convention, which, though not general from 
England, met in October, 1793. — (Appendix F.) — A 
letter was there read from the four united f icictics of Ire- 
land. Citizens Hamilton Rowan and Simon Butler attended 
from Dublin, butfWM undelegated; however, the latter 
made a report to the convention on the {late of Ireland. 
Marga<ct, a London delegate, faid, " The focieties in 
" London are very numerous, though fomewhat fluclu.i- 
» ting. In fome parts of En-land whole towns arc rc- 
l - formers ; Sheffield and its environs have 50,000. — 
" In Norwich there are 30 focieties in one. — If we could 
« get a convention <»f England and Scotland called, We

They had held fourteen fittings, when the magiirratcs 
thought p;cp-T to put a ft op to it and arreft fume of the 
memh-rs; others aped the coudud of the tiers fiat at 
Ver&illes, when ordctcd to difperfe, and adjourned from 
place to place ; happily, however, they did not fjeceed. 
All their forms, and even their modes of lpcech, were 
forvilely copied from the French, After the numerous 
adherent] that ihcy had f.-duced, it is natural to think that 
the teachers of the Se£t thought it imc to bind the mon- 
gers who dared oppofe them; to cfl'ccluatc this pikes 
were forged in different parts of Great Britain. " A 
" plan (writes the fecrctary of the Sheffield fx-icty, in 
11 April, 1794.) has be:n formed for carrying intoeffedl

1 aulborifed by government. Meanwhile Scotland had 
madefuchpr gn i,th; the brethren there not ottl^ began to 
arm with pikes, but alfo turned their minds tow; ; ds airing ! 
The plot Was fortunately dilbovertfd. A fherifF's officer 
Went to fi trch the houfe of a M, . fPittH, for fume goods 
which were fuppolld to have been fjereted, as belorl ing 
to a bankrupt of the n: me of Nit (ft % and who has fine* 
Commenced preacher in Li. land. L this fcarch he found 
fome pikes ; a::d in a fecond (mr.de in the fame week, on 
the 15th of May, '794) many more were difcovered in 
& clofet. This gave rife to inquiries, and it was found 
tiiat no lefe than 4000 pikes had been ordered for Perth, 
befide thofe wanted for EdI&bur h. It was farther difco- 
icid, that this Wett was a member of the Committee cf 
tVitys and Ji leans delegated from the remnants of the 
convention; that he hnd in this committee read a plan 
" For feizing on the Lord Juftice Clerk, the Lords of 
" Scflien, and the Lord Provoft. A fire was to be Jight- 
" Cd at the Excifc, and when the foldiers were coming 
" down the people were to fall on them and feize the 
" Banks.*' As fuon as this had fuccecded, a proclama- 
tion was to be ifiued, "Defiriug all farmers not to remove 
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" their grain under pain of death, ar.d all gentlemen not 
11 u> go three miles from their houfes." This grand 
plan was ccmmmrcatcd to the Societies by means of tra- 
velling adepts, who had a certificate authorizing them to 
call at the Societies. It was not figned, but feals were 
attached to the cr.mmiflion. The plan executed, and the 
« Arijhcrats feixed," couiiers were to be fent to the 
country with the news. In trail's houfc were alio found 
the types of the hand-bill contained in Appendix A. No. I. 
and dated Dundee, April 12, 1794, which was diftributcd 
amor.g the Fenciblcs, to ftir them up to revolt. The 
manner of diftributing them is worthy of remark, as being 
commn to England as well as to Scotland. Dmnic, who 
was alfo a member of the Committee of Ways and 
Means, and who was convicted with Watt, after giving 
fomc to a pcrfon who was to diflrribute them, " di:fircd 
** him to throw the parcel on the floor ; and if any body 
" afked him where he got it, he might Giy he found it." 
A fhort time after, thefc hand-bills found their way to 
the foldiers in garrifon at Dalkeith. — ( See the Trials of 
Watt and Downie, In Augujl and September, 1794. ) 

On the 12th of April, 1797, England witne.Ted the 
awful fight of its .fleet in open infurruStion. Here, as on 
land, we finJ oaflis of fecrecy and of union, delegates, 
and accord of fyitem peivading the' whole mutiny. At 
Portsmouth it was happily quelled, in a great degree, by 
the 20th of April; fomc ftraggling fhips would indeed 
fliow fymptoms of revolt, from time to time, both there 
and at Plymouth: at length the great mutiny at the Note 
broke out on the \lth of May, and was hqX fuppreffed till 
the month of June. Many of the mutineers were brought 
to trial ; and Parker, their leader, was hanged on the 30m 
of June. No authentic document appeared on theft trials, 
indeed, 
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indeed, that could connect this mutiny with the fecret 
focictics on land ; but, if we look to dates, it will be 
evident t;:at the Correfpsnding Soilety did not view this 
infurreclijn of the fleet with an indifferent eye. I here 
allude to the papers that appeared on the trial of a man 
of the name of Fe/lowes, who had been a journeyman 
carpenter before he took to the patriotic line ; he was 
fried at M«dftohe on the 13th of March, 179S (his 
trial having been deferred at his own rcqucfr.) and fen- 
tenced to two yea's imprifonment. The account of the 
tranfacrbn given by the prifon-r, as appeared in evidence, 
is as follows : " That he lodged at a Mr. Wiatten's 
" hrufe in Maidft'nc; that a parcel came thereon the 
a 18/i of May, 1797 (the fleet in full mutiny) directed 
" to Mr. W ratten, by a Charing-crofs coach. The wife 
" opened the parcel ; and, as Mr, Wratten was from home, 
" he (Fellows) told the wife, that the papers ir con- 
" tained belonged to one of the fucietics; there was to 
" be a meeting, he told her, on that night at the Rsfc 
" and Crown \ that he would carry them there, and take 
" the fenfe of the meeting. He accordingly did fo j read 
" one of them, and none of the fociety made any ob- 
w jeftion. He then laid them on the table, and the 
u members of the fociety helped themfelves as they thought 
" proper " (or, perhaps, found them, as was the cafe 
with the hand-bills in Scotland). Some of the bills were 
carried from this meeting to another divifion of the fo- 
ciety, fitting at the Cajlle Inn, under the pretence of 
knowing whether they were legal ; but, whether legal or 
not, they were diftributed before morning among the fol- 
diers then at Maidftone. The paper began thus : — "To 
*' the Britifh Army: — Comrades, are we not men ? Is it 
* not high time wc flhould prove we know ourftlvcs to

The wfyole of thi> 
trial took place in prefentn of Several of the roembsrt of 
the Corresponding Society of Maidftone; ai>d after tlie 
Sentence of two years imprisonment was palled on Fel- 
lowcs, and that ho was taking from the bar, ii me of his 
friends confoled him by faying, " Two years ! that is a 
" long while ; but Buonaparte will be here before that." 
However, tl > is vapcuiing C.melcon is little to be dread- 
ed by Britons. 

Hand-bills of the fame nature were difperfed among 
die army in other parts, and particular!', in London 5 but, 
like true Sol licrs, they only atifwercd by offering rewards 
(collected fiom their pay) for the difcovery of the mif- 
creants who had conceived fo mean an opinion of them as 
to think they could be feduced from their duty. A par- 
cel of hand-bills, in the very terms here mentioned, was 
thrown into the Stables of the Second Regiment of Horfe 
Guards, between the hours of one and three' in the morn- 
ing, but was treated with the contempt it deferred. The 
distribution ol fuch band-bills, and the proof adduced at 
Maidftone, will caufe much 1 furprize, when it if 
known, that " the defign of endeavouring to Seduce the

Lookine back, to the oath a.'miniftered to the 
military in Ireland, " to be true to the French," and the 
plans agreed upon " to murdtr their officers and cUivcr 
the arms up to the towns-po.ple," the reader will not ba 
fo much at a lofs to judge whence fuch atrocious pfegs 
coeld arifc, or what the progrefs of the brotherhood 
ir. the ficrts can mean. God forbid, that I fhould men- 
tion this with any idea of reproach to thofc gallant men 
who have Gnce fo glorioufly obliterated every fbin that 
cculd have attached to their conduit during the mutiny. 
They law with regret that they had fallen victims to 
fedu&ion, and they glorioufly revenged themfelves on the 
enemies of their country. They have countered the 
atrocious plans of the confpiring Brotherhood; and when 
I mentioned the mutiny, it was only to remind them, that 
crafty ftductrs could perchance furprize their natural 
honelly.
